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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

These Remarks are submitted in response to the Office Action mailed November 20, 
2008. Claims 1-10 are pending. Claims 1-10 have been amended to incorporate subject matter 
indicated in the Office Action to be enabled, and to correct minor informalities. Support for the 
amended claims can be found throughout the specification as originally filed. See, for example, 
page 3, lines 6-10, and the example at page 4 of the specification. 

Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph, for lack of enablement. 
The office action states that "prevention" of hair growth is not enabled. In this regard, Office 
Action states that the term "prevented" is taken to mean "cured." Office Action, page 6. 
Although applicant does not necessarily agree with this position, the claims have been amended 
to recite "treatment or reduction" and no longer recite "prevention." The Office Action states 
that the specification is "enabled for methods of treating or reducing hair growth in a patient 
suffering hirutism comprising administering an effective amount of botulisum toxin to said 
person in need thereof." Office Action, page 2. Accordingly, the rejection of claims 1-10 for 
lack of enablement under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph, should be withdrawn. 

Claims 6-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, for indefiniteness, 
based on the lack of antecedent basis for the terms "the administration" and "the area of the 
body" in claims 6 and 10. Claims 6 and 10 have been amended to correct the lack of antecedent 
basis for these terms. Accordingly, Applicant respectfully request withdrawal of the rejection of 
claims 6-10 as being indefinite under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph.
